of D em ocratic '‘pitiless pub licity” is 
waning. 
L egislators are not quite as 
anxious to prob e

N ev ertheless the inv estigation epi­ 
demic rem ains sufficiently serious to 
giv e the House rules comm ittee se­ 
rious food for thought.

sion that if this searchlight, b usiness 
continues, Congress m ust resolv e it­ 
self into nothing more than a v ast 
inquisitorial b ody. 
Hence, the oiiict, has

hereafter the lid is on tight as far as 
inv estigations are concerned. 
In or­ 
der to m ake good this edict the com­ 
m ittee has pigeonholed no less than 
43 inv estigation resolutions. 
Some of 
them hav e had action, such as the Cal­ 
umet and Colorado strike prob es un­ 
d er the forceful effect of a House cau­ 
cus. 
Then there lias b een a prob e of 
.Mulhal! charges against the National 
Association 
of 
M anufacturers 
and 
others. 
But the m ajority of the forty- 
thre e resolutions introduced in this 
Congress hav e had no com m ittee ac­ 
tion and will nev er again see the light 
of day. according to authoritativ e in­ 
form ation from the committee. 
And the rules comm ittee is a v astly 
powerful b ody—-their edict will go. un­ 
less a group of Democrats, disgrun­ 
tled b y such course, force Congress 
into action b y the caucus route. 
Ev ­ 
ery tim e some b ig question is b efore 
the pub lic, a flock of inv estigating res­ 
olutions pours in upon the rules com­ 
mittee. 
T he forty-three 
resolutions 
ab ov e 
m entioned; represent 
only 
separate 
sub jects, hut the pigeonholes in the 
rules com m ittee room hide scores of 
duplicates.

purv iew of exist.ng gov ernm ent b od­
